Beat Murder Charge 
in Maryland. 


Baltimore, Md., March 6.—[Special.] 
—A remarkable contest between the 
state government of Maryland and the 
United States government resulted last 
night in the acquittal of five men, four 
of them prohibition agents, of the 
charge of murder. 

The men were prosecuted by the

The case was taken out of the state 
courts and tried before Federal Judge 
Morris A. Soper. The case did not 
reach trial, however, until after Judge 
Soper had sent to the United States 
Supreme court a brief explaining why 
be refused to surrender ats men to 
the state courts. 

In the language of the layman, 
Judge Soper contended that dry agents, 
being federal officers, were. not an- 
swerable in state courts for acts com- 
mitted in performance of.their duties, 

The slaying occurred on Nov. 19, 
1924.

The leader of the agents was 
Robert D, Ford, now assistant prohibi- 
tion administrator for Maryland and 
the District of Columbia. The other

liam Trabing.

One 
of Wengers’ companfons swore hp 
saw Ely shoot Wenger in the back. 
It was claimed by the state of Mary- 
land that the agents shot down Wen- 
ger and left him, dying, for three hours 
while-they destroyed the still on his 
farm. Maryland said the men were 
cold blooded murderers, while the fed- 
eral government argued that the 
agents had accidentally killed a man 
while in the act of arresting him for 
violation of the Volstead act. 

The men were indicted by a Harford 
county grand jury on a charge of first 
degree murder. Then Judge Soper 
stepped in and took custody of the 
five. The state appealed to the United 
States Supreme court. In reply to this 
petition and in justification of his writ 
of habeas corpus, Judge Soper cited 
to the Supreme court both the judicial 
code and the Volstead act.

New York, March 6.—Changes made 
in the football code by the rules com- 
mittee at its annual meeting here 
should. meet with general approval of

‘The changes were well received by 
officials, although lateral passing is 
certain to place more responsibility 
upon them. Following the meeting, 
A, A. Stagg of Chicago, the senior 
member of the rules committee, who 
has served on this body since 1903, 
asserted the changes are for the best. 
‘He was especially pleased with the 
governing the backward and 
lateral passes, and said this surt of 
playing would tend to open up the 
defensive line and make a rushing 
game more effective. 

- Although the general opinion had 


legislate the shift out of football, when 

| it came up for consideration Chair- 

man E. K. Hall stated emphatically 

that it was not the intent of the com- 

mittee to rule the play out, but to 

adopt measures to make it legal. 
Rockne Praises Step. 

Knute K. Rockne of Notre Dame, 
the man who..has been responsible 
more than any other in developing 
the shift to its present status, told this 
writer that he was in. favor of a 
fifteen yard penalty being imposed 
for illegal shifting. Rockne also noti- 
}fied the rules committee of his views 
on the play. The Notre Dame coach 
asserted the fault was not so much 
with his teams but with others who 
have copied the shift and have not 
taken the time to attain the rhythm 
and timing essential to its success. 

Bill Roper, Princeton coach and a 
member of the committee, was a 
stanch supporter of the lateral or 
backward pass regulations proposed by 
Fred W. Moore of Harvard. He said 


ing backward and lateral passes from 
running formations, kickoffs, and 
punts. 

Coach Tad A ee of Yale can see 
nothing but a bright future for foot- 
ball, considering the changes. He be- 
lieves backward passing will make 
-ithis style of attack just as valuable 
as the forward pass. Jdnes now be- 
lieves the offense is placed on a par 
with the defense, something which has 
‘not existed in football for years. Ac- 
cording to Jones, an offensive team 
has been afraid to take chances with 
backward or lateral passes because 
they were too dangerous. Now that 
the play is protected by a rule which 
states that a penalty of a down shall 
be inflicted when the ball strikes the 
ground’ on an attempted backward 
the play will be used more. 

More Interest for Fans. 

: Interesting plays are sure to be de- 
veloped- as a result of the rules to 
govern the backward passes. Such 


passes may be made any place on the 
field. They can be executed in back 


a eix Gay grind hes produced in recent of the scrimmage line or beyond it. 


‘Spectators may see some player crash 
through the line into the open andj} 
when about to be tackled he will shoot 
the ball to either side of the field. The 
same is true of end sweeps, while 
ether formations will start in one di- 
rection and then the bail carrier will 
suddenly stop to wheel and shoot the 
ball to a player in the opposite direc- 
tion.

A String Quartet Moves 
Him to Analysis. 


BY ELMER DOUGLASS. 
Radio certainly gave heaping meas- 
ure in quality, quantity, and diversity 


quartet in a full hour’s concert, New 
York, through W-G-N, to 9:15. 
This by virtue of the quartet’s dis 
tinction in the musical world and the 
artistic nature of the concert, will un- 
questionably be chronicled as one of 
@he high water marks in this year’s 
radio musical events. 

Mozart's “ Quartet in D minor” was 
given in full, followed by six other 
selections, familiar and unfamiliar. 
There was.a wealth of contrast in 
compositions, but the playing was al- 
ways perfect. The same four men 
have been together for eighteen years. 
From a radio standpoint, however, 
there is something more important. | 
And that is the characteristic tone) 
color of a string quartet. 4 


This tone color is totally different, 
and distinctive. The viola is evidently 
the responsible factor. Its peculiar 
tonal combination with the cello may 
have something to do with it. But 
whatever the cause or causes, there are 
a close harmony and a musical re- 
finement in a string quartet that puts 
it in a realm by itself. 

The peculiar closeness of tone no- 
ticed in the quartet afforded compari- 
son when the Edison Symphony orches- 
tra, KYW, 9:15, came on the air im- 
mediately following the London String 
quartet's program. This orchestra is 
of considerable size, yet there was that 
clarity that we have learned to asso- 
ciate with large orchestra broadcasts. 
Listeners-readers will recall the charm- 
ing opening numbers by the orchestra: 
The Funeral March of a Marionette 
(Gounod), and three selections from 
Hadiey’s “Silhouette.” 

The Moscow Art orchestra, from 
New York, through WMAQ, 4:30 to 
5:30, was something new in Sunday 
broadcasts, and something to look for- 
‘ward to hereafter.
